The bylaws further state that 
all. convention’ committees, 
boards, and commissions shall 
include both ordained-and lay 
persons as members. Not more 
than two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of any- group should be 
drawn. from — categgry. 


The congress is sponsored by 
the Brotherhood Commission 
and state Brotherhood depart- 
ments. 


CHICAGO (BP)—A. psycho- 
logical testing program has 
been put into use by the com- 
mission on the ministry, serv- 
ing the American Baptist Con- 
vention.
